&n entorprisiiig gontlemaa frocQ tho 
Bistor Colony in jibout to eroot a fii'lst 
mill in tbia noighboi-hood. Ineigniii- 
cant as tbo anuouncoinont may appoar 
wo hail it us tbo iuauguration of a now 
ora in our (Joloaial hietoiy, whon tlio 
natural advantages of theconQtry will 
bo unfolded and nurtured, when the 
rich viigin soil will abundantly reward 
the labor of the huBbaudman, and id- 
Btead of sending monoy out of tbo 
country for breadetuffti and otlior ar- 
tiolea of food, wo shall bo able not only 
to supply ourselves, but in duo couruo 
to ship abroad and draw money into 
the country. Ono of tho first grievau^ 
COS affecting our agricultural intorosts 
that calls aloud for rodross, and that 
should engage the early attention ol 
the Legislatare of the nuited Colonios, 
is tho~vexod land question, .If agri- 
culture is to flourish — and it musi 
under tho new order of things — tho 
whole system by which land is held 
in this Colony must be rovised, and 
greater facilities and induoemcatB 
aflForded to the tiller of the soil. Wu 
are sick of tho eternal cry ringing in 
our ears that people with more or Iosh 
means are preoladed from farming, 
owing to tbo difficulty of seonring land 
in desirable localities and the oticour- 
agement given to hold nnimprovod 
labds for speculative purposos. W'o 
want population, and sooner tlmu 
Buffor the country to bo iiijiii-od by 
rostrictivo laws, wo would say throw 
tho lands open to bona fide Hottloi-c, 
oflfor froo grants, if nccoasaryj to im- 
migrants, but under any circumstan" 
cos tax unituprovod lauds, that 
tho host sites for farming purposes 
may bo oitbor sold or made produc- 
tive. Tho Boil it is concodod is liigidy 
fertile, the seasons ate iidvantagcous, 
the pastures aro rich, and what is 
thoro then to proven t tbo Colonies 
from being made soli supporting 
In tbo Liliooot District tboro avo 
throo flour mills already in operation, 
and kept busily omplo^-ed coiiverliiig 
native grown wlioat. Tbo exisLencu 
of tboso mills has given a stimulus 
to farming in that section, while it 
has been tho moans ol reducing 
tho price of extra brands to §7 75 
por 100 lbs — an ouormoua saving 
to tho consumer. About a luin- 
drod thousand pounds of flour 
aro said to bo now in hand at Lillooet, 
and by tbo end of tbo year it is esti- 
mated that tlioro will bo almost siil- 
ficient in slock to supply tho whole ul 
tho upper country until next fall. 
Tho general revonuo will suircr from 
tho loss of dutios and road tolls on tiiu 
imported iirticlo, but what, is that loss 
in coniparhson with tho resultant 
benefits of choa[jor " grub," chcapor 
labor, and rcUtining tho value of sov-. 
oral hundred thousand pounds of 
broftdstulfs in the country ? On this 
Island it is urged, and with some show 
of reason, that tho farmer finds a poor 
market for his grain, because labor 
in too high to render a mill available 
BO long as breadstulTs can enter the 
market from tho neighboring States 
at a cost below oompotition. With 
Union of the Colonies, howovor, the 
producers immediately booomo tho 
most favorod class in tho country- 
With ton per eonl duty on imported 
wheat, 12 i por cent on barloy and- 
oats, 15 por cont on flour, buttor and 
bacon, and 20 por cout on beans, a 
sufficient barrier will bo placed against 
the foreign producer to make farming 
the most lacrativo pursuit on tho 
Island, and by this timo next yoar 
there should bo suffloiont cjiploym> nt 
for several mills.

Among the spots I have visited is a email 
island in Mahone Bay, oo tbo i-oulh ccst ol 
Nova Hcotia, known as Oak Island, where, 
for over a cenluiy has beuu ceutrcd i|Uile an 
inlorest. I give you the story as 'twas told 
lo me:'— 

Many years ago, when this province was 
a wild, blouiniug forest in auininer, und a 
bloak, snow-capped wildernes.i in wintor, 
with hero und tliero a small clearing, Irom 
which arose lliosiuoko of some hiudy bottler's 
hut, un old man thou resided in tho then 
British Colony of New Knglaiid, vvho-^o lile 
had been wrapped in mystery. He had been 
a sailor in hia younger days, and people 
said ho had been u soldier too, for upon bis 
bauwn lure tbero still reraaioed traces of the 
cutlass. Often bad the curious endeavoured 
to sound him on hii early career, and it waa 
a fruitlosH task. The old man was ns mote 
as the rock regarding his history. At last 
when thu people began to give up all hope 
ol ever o.xtracliiig his secret, Iho old cosnio- 
mopolito was taken sick, and oti his death 
bid admitted that bo had been one of Cajil. 
ICidd's rovers; that many years ago ho asaisl- 
ed 111 burying over lour million dollars ol 
gold benealb the soil ol a secluded island 
east ol Boalon, iho jiroBeeds of Kidd's pira- 
cies. Tho death of this mysterious man and 
the secret bo had divulged were borne from 
lip to lip, nntil Kidd and his hidden treasure 
became a bnusehold wurd among the settlers 
along the New England ooaat, who for 
years searched all the island along tho coast 
lor some trao a of the subterranean treasure 
vaults. Bui all those searches threw no 
light upon thu buried treast lo, and years 
rolhtd by and people gavo up th so-arch. 

Nearly a ipiarter ol a eentuiy later three 
men, named .Smith, Vaud, and .Metjiniiis, 
emigrated from Now England, and setlled in 
Cliesler, X. .i., .Smith and .McGiunis taking 
np land on Oak Island. Ah soon as IDese 
men bad erected ibeir huts they cummonccd 
their work of felling tbo forest that covered 
tho island, McGinnis, while roaming ovni 
the island one day^ Was aslonisbed lo dis^ 
cover traces of lormer oivilivation, and npon 
pushing his o.icplorations further ho discov- 
ered that the (irat gniwtli of timber had been 
cut down, and that a second gro.vth was 
springing up, w! ilo .some sluinps ol oak ttiat 
had ialiun under soiiiJ white man's a.^o weie 
visible. Ailjacent lo this clearing stoatl an 
ohi gigantic oak whoso forked branches (ell 
over tho small clearing, and to the (orliinl 
(lar; of the oak, by means ol a wooden ir.itii- 
mul, converting tlic foik into a small triangle, 
was attacbsd an old lacklo block. ".Much 
he marvelled much ho wondered," at these 
evidences of prior .settlement, and away he 
went to Smith and Vaud and reported his 
secret. The following day ihoy visited tho 
upol ingcther, luui on atlempting to remove 
tlie block it brid;e to pieces, SO decayed was 
it by age ami exposure. 

\Vliilo e.\ploniig the island they found 
that tho remains ol a tolerably well made 
ro.id from it lo the west stiore ol the island 
wero still discernible, and part of this road 
is still seen. T'ho flrat thoujjht that struck 
them was that this was the island referred 
to by the dying soldier. The secluded sit- 
uation of the island, tbo marks of former 
habitation, appeared in keeping with all they 
had heard of Kidd's hiddeu plunder. Tboy 
were still more etrongly impressed with this 
beliel whon they Iniind that tho ground ov, r 
which the block and liieklo hung had .-al- 
lied and lotniod a hollow. At once the 
three ]iioneet.i ,-et to woric. Clearing the 
young timber hoin the sunken gnniml, an 1 
romovitig tho i-iiil,ieo .-oil Im- ali ait tv.'o lo-n 
lliey alrnck a tiorol llag i.iloue.i, evidently noi 
lorineil there by nature. .Subsii|uei)tly they 
ascertained ihut these stouos weru nui indi- 
genous to tho island, but bad been conveyed 
there Irom Gold river, two miles didtant.

Removing ilui slono'i-, the Iroa-ure-iieckers 
entered tho uiouih of an old pit or simit that 
had beoii tilled.
